Judge Hamilton 
poured forth a flood of denunciation 
and invective upon the members of the 
board of trustees of the New York Life 
Insurance company, several of whom 
were present, designating them “curs 
and traitors,” and paying especial at­ 
tention to one unnamed, whom he de 
scribed as “the Pecksniff of three ad 
ministrations, and who thinks he is 
the Tallyrand of the present one, the 
confidant of the Beers scandal and 
author of the Beers pension—who ro­ 
tates through one administration and 
another and thinks that he is going to 
be an indispensable member of yet 
another.” 
“And do you think,” he concluded, 
“that the man who held the same re­ 
lation to Mr. Beers that I did to Mr. 
McCall could sit for the thirteen years 
since and not know how the expendi­ 
tures that were made were to be, and 
were, disbursed?

Indianapolis, March 16.-—David E. 
bherrick, former auditor of state, was 
found guilty by a Jury In criminal 
court of embezzlement of state funds. 
The verdict carries with it a sen­ 
tence of from two to twenty-two years 
in the penitentiary at Michigan City. 
rI he jury found Sherrlck guilty on 
ten of the eleven counts in the indict­ 
ment returned by the grand Jury last 
January. 
Sherrlck trembled when he 
heard the verdict road. 
The defendant’s attorneys notified 
Special Judge McCullough that a mo­ 
tion for a new trial would he filed, 
probably next Monday. 
The date for 
the argument on this motion will be 
fixed later by the court. Sherrlck will 
remain in custody of Sheriff Sourbier 
until Special Judge McCullough gives 
a decision on the motion. 
It is not 
believed that he will grant a new trial. 
If the court decides against a new 
trial. Special Judge McCullough will 
at once pass sentence upon Sherrlck, 
which is fixed by law as imprisonment 
In the state prison from two to twenty- 
one years. 
The court has the power 
to assess a fine not exceeding double 
the amount of money alleged to have 
been embezzled. He has not indicated 
what fine he will assess 
if Judge McCullough overrules the 
motion for a new trial, attorneys of 
Sherrlck will at once give bond and 
appeal the case to the state supreme 
court. 
But the appeal will not save 
Sherrlck from the penitentiary, for he 
will have to go there until the supreme 
court reaches the case and gives its de­ 
cision. 
To a friend Sherrlck said the ver­ 
dict was nothing more than he expect­ 
ed after hearing; the instructions of the 
Judge to the Jury.
